In presenting myself as a candidate 
I place before the ratepayers what 1 
believe to be a number of the salient 
issues which should receive the atten- 
tion of the men whom you select to re- 
present you, and in consideration of 
which I ask suppor’. 

Should 1 be elected, the electors may 
rest assured that I will fight for the 
issues which in my opinion would tend 
toward the development of the greater 
Edmonton 

(1). I am in favor of all civic work 
being done by day labor rather than 
by contract, "18 ‘has been the custom 
in most departments in the past. If 
the contractors can make money on 
any certain piece of work ‘there is no 
reason why city can not save 
money by doing it by day labor. The 
city has all the necessary equipment 
and retains the departmental heads, 
an expense which is met under any 
circumstances. 

(2) Believing that an east end bridge 
which would give more direct connec- 
tion with the east end of Strathcona 
would be a great convenience and that 
it would bring a considerable amount 
of trade to the city, 1 am in favor of 
immediate construction of the same 

(3) Proper business-like steps should 
be taken at once to reduce the deficit 
in the street railway department by 
increasing the earnings through a pro- 
per system of parks and park lines so 
that the system would be handling tra- 
ffic in the summer evenings at a time 
when it is mot now a heavy revenue 
produce Following this method, street 
railway enterprises in other cities earn 
larged dividends. There is no reason 
why the Edmonton system should not 
be made to pay its own expenses. 

(4) While it is an acknowledged fact 
that Edmonton has one of the finest 
fire brigades and fire protection in the 
wost, we still find that Calgary and 
Regina have lower fire insurance rates 
than we have. I believe that steps 
should be taken to secure the services 
of an expert from some board of un- 
derwriters who can point out to the 
city what remains to be done to secure 
better rates 

(5) I believe that the city 
sioners should be elected by the peo- 
ple and should hold office subject to a

(6) I believe that the mayor and 
aldermen, as well as the commissioners 
should be subject to recali. With such | 
a law in force a city official who vio- 
lates his pledge might be removed 
from office and a successor elected who 
was prepared to do the ratepayers’ 
bidding
